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Cafeteria is closed 
as AGEUM strikes 


The Université de Montréal 
administration closed the cam- 
pus cafeteria last night as stu- 
dents refused to pay increased 
prices, 

Students will organize their 
own food distribution centres “as 
long as the shutdown persists", 
Jean Villiard, vice-president of 
AGEUM, said yesterday. Villiard 
noted that food prices were high- 
er at U de M than at McGill or 
Laval. Specifically, meat is twenty 
cents more, and “fruit costs ten 
cents extra, whereas at McGill it 
is included in the meal prices.” 

Administrative action followed 
complaints from the cafeteria 


staff that students were paying 


the old prices after the new prices 
were announced. The university 
officials refuse to re-open their 
food services until AGEUM ac. 
cepts new cafeteria rulings and 
demands the students to comply. 

M. Cloutier, director of inform- 
ation of the U de M commented 
that “it was a. choice between 
closing the cafeteria and calling 
the police to make the customers 
comply with the new prices. 
Closing the cafeteria was the only 
realistic recourse we had”, he 
said. 

Asked about the reasons for 
the rise in prices, Cloutier cited

“Why were McGill students so 
silent about the reduced govern- 
ment grants?” he said. “You

ized protest ?” 

And why not? There seemed 
to be strong support among the 
Hyde Park faction for LaPierre to 
organize an activist party to march 
to Ottawa and generally maintain 
a policy of opposition to the 
“McCoubrey Right.” 

LaPierre had several suggest- 
ions for improvement of existing 
conditions.

“But this would cost the govern- 
ment $250 million a year,” said 
a panel member, ‘Well, we'll tax 
them heavily enough after they've

reply. 

Turning next to Quebec po- 
litics, he termed the Union 
Nationale’s June victory “an un- 
mitigated disaster”, “The Union 
Nationale still has no social or 
economic philosophy of any 
value,” he said. “The petty am- 
bition and political manipulation 
of the Duplessis era live again 
in: Daniel Johnson.”

After the 25th anniversary of the infamous massacre there 
are still no memorials over Babi Yar, On September 21, 1941, 
Nazi troops occupied Kiev, capital of the Ukraine. le Jews of 
the city could do little but await the impending doom they 
shared .with their co-religionists across continental Europe. On 
September 28, a public proclamation ordered all the Jews of 
Kiev and its surroundings to assemble near Babi Yar, a narrow 


ravine just north of the city, the next day at 8 am — those | 


who disobeyed would be shot. 

The early hours of September 29 saw the streets of Kiev 
jammed with thousands of Jews carrying babies and hastily 
assembled parcels —. the familiar burden of 2000 years — on 
_ their backs. It is roughly estimated that 200,000 Jews stepped 
or were pushed ‘into Babi Yar to be cut to pieces by gun 
crossfire. It took the efficient exterminating machine just two 
days to add its chapter to a heritage of blood and pain. 

Authorities under the Khrushchev regime insisted that the 
Babi Yar dead included Ukrainians and Russians as well as 
Jews — hence a monument to the latter would be unjustified. 
- Yevtushenko's poem caused a world uproar in 1961 with its 
suggestions that lingering Soviet anti-Semitism prevented the 
erection of a memorial, | | 

In the USSR the poem was revised because of those im- 
plications; yet with mounting protest in the rest of the world 
this issue has become a sore point for the Soviet. government. 
Two weeks ago the point was finally conceded in the first part 
of a documentary novel entitled “Babi Yar” by Anatoly Kuz- 
netsov which appeared in the latest edition of Yunast, a youth 
magazine. It states unequivocally that the few non-Jews shot 
were killed as the result of confusion. | 

Once again, a tiny breach has been forced in a massive 
wall. As long as Soviet authorities show sensitivity to world 
opinion there is added incentive to protest the injustices 
perpetrated daily on the Jews of the USSR. They may be slow 
to react but they do react nonetheless. 

No matter -how insignificant these gestures may appear 
on a campus so far removed from Soviet life — they count. 
We cannot judge what reaction, if any, will take place, but 
we are morally obliged to try, On this 25th anniversary of the 
Babi Yar atrocity, we, like Yevtushenko, should be frightened.
